Booth, w i t h a broken ankle, Biok and 
suffering the tortures tpf the damned, 
w a s placed in m y h a n l s to be spirited 
across the river, and the $800,000 re­ 
ward, or even 
$8,000,000, w o u l d not 
have caused m e to torn traitor to the 
southern 
Confederacy, 
the people 
I 
loved, and surrender a m a n w h o s e life 
w a s in m y keeping, even if I did k n o w 
he had assassinated President L i n c o l n . ' ' 


Jones afterward told h o w Booth c a m e 
into M B bands. " I t w a s on the m o r n i n g 
of the 16th of A p r i l , " he said, " w h e n 
friends of 
S a m u e l Cox c a m e to m y 
house on HuokTeberry farm, Maryland, 
and tcld m e that Cox wanted to see m e 
at once. I bad heard the evening before 
that Linooln had been killed. 
I had a 
horse saddled and rode over to Cox's, 
w h o 
told m e that 
Booth and D a v i d 
Herold had been there and w a n t e d as­ 
sistance to get across the river. 
I w a s 
told where t h e m e n , w e r e — i n a 
p i n e 
thioket about a m i l e and a half 
from 
t h e house. 


" I w a s g i v e n 
instructions h o w to 
reach them w i t h o u t being shot—oertain 
signs by whistling, etc. U p o n reaohing 
t h e dense piues I m e t 
fierold, to w h o m 
I explained that I w a s sent by Cox. 
I 
w a s then piloted to where 
Booth w a s . 
H e lay on the ground wrapped in a pile 
of blankets, and b i s face bore traces of 
pain. 
Booth asked m a n y questions as to 
w h a t people thought of the assassina­ 
tion. 
H e appeared to bo proud of w h a t 
b e h a d donb. 
I at the time thought he 
had done a good act, but, great God, I 
soon s a w that it w a s the worst 
blow 
ever struok for the south! 


" I did the best I oould for t h e poor 
fellow. I carried h i m papers to read and 
s o m e t h i n g to eat and tried to keep h i m 
in good spirits 
until I got a chance to 
send h i m aoross t h e river. 
T h e country 
w a s full of soldiors and detectives, and I 
did not know h o w soon I could get h i m 
away. 


" I think i t w a s the f o l l o w i n g T u e s d a y 
I w e n t up to Port Tobacco to see h o w 
the land lay, and it w a s there, in the 
barroom of Brawnerls hotel, that Cap­ 
tain 
W i l l i a m 
W i l l i a m s , chief of the 
U n i t e d 
States 
seoret servioe, said he 
w o u l d 
give $ 3 0 0 , 0 0 0 to any m a n w h o 
w o u l d tell where Booth w a s . " 


"That's 
t r u e , " 
admitted 
Captain 
W i l l i a m s at the time of the above inter­ 
v i e w , "and h e w o u l d have been General 
J o n e s instead of a discharged employee 
from the n a v y yard if h e had g i v e n the 
i n f o r m a t i o n . " 


" I did the best I oould for Booth and 
H e r o l d , " oontinued Jones. 
" I did not 
k n o w them, but w h e n Cox p u t them in 
m y keeping n o t h i n g w o u l d have tempt­ 
ed m e to betray them. 
I oould 
have 
placed m y hands on Booth, bat honor 
and truth were worth 
more to m e than 
the entire w e a l t h of the g o v e r n m e n t 


" A t the expiration of the sixth day I 
heard the officers 
g i v e orders for the 
cavalry to g o d o w n in S t Mary's coun­ 
ty; that the assassins were there.

to where Booth and Herold were con­ 
cealed. Booth w a s g l a d to k n o w that his 
t i m e to get into Virginia had come. 


" T h e night w a s dark, and Herold and 
I lifted Booth on to m y horse. Our prog­ 
ress w a s slow. 
W o finally reached m y 
house, and 1 w e n t in to get them some­ 
t h i n g to e a t W e then proceeded to t h e 
river. 
Booth w a s lifted 
into the boat 
and w a s plaoed i n the stern, w h i l e Her­ 
old took the oars. 
I then, lighted a can­ 
dle and showed Booth by bis oompass 
b o w to steer to g e t into Maohodoo creek 
and gave h i m directions to Mrs. Quesen-

thought, w o u l d

servioes in the ohurch alluded to; rain 
foil in torrents, and the lightning 
flash­ 
ed "blue, red, green find in a mixture 
of 
indoscribable 
oolors," 
w h i l e 
the 
thunder peals "not only disquieted m e n 
and d u m b creatures, but senseless things 
devoid of all life and feeling trembled 
and shook w i t h terror. " 


W h i l e the tempest w a s at its height, 
a fiend from the lower regions appeared 
in the m i d s t of the terror stricken con­ 
gregation. 
T h e account says: " I t w a s 
in form, as woll as could be discerned, 
of an enormous dog, of black color, the 
sight whereof, together w i t h the fearful 
flashes 
of Are w h i c h 
then weru seen, 
moved m a n y minds to the boliof 
that 
tho end of time had come, and that 
doomsday w a s upon us. T h e evil one, 
for he it w a s in such strango 
likeness 
1', 
ran w i t h extraordinary speed into that 
portion of t h e church w h e r e the major­ 
ity of the congregation w a s seated. Tn 
doing so i t passed between t w o personB 
w h o were upon their knees in the atti­ 
tude of prayer, grasped and w r u n g the 
necks of both in an iustaut, so that they 
died presently as they knelt. As he pass­ 
ed by another he gave h i m suuh a grip 
on the back that be waB drawn together 
and instantly shrunken u p like a piece 
of leatbor scorched in a hot fire.''

m a m m a l , and in general 
appearanoe it 
resembles some onrious mopster in a 
Chinese painting. The fur is a rioh and 
deep chestnut on its back, light chest­ 
nut below, its head w h i t e and its e y e a 
dull pale gray. 


T h e w i d e 
parachute 
membrane be­ 
t w e e n its legs is oovered w i t h fnr, and 
its tail i s 
long, 
thiakly furred and 
round. 
T h i s squirrel does not "fly" in 
the proper sense of the word, but in the 
forests its parachute membrane answers 
its purpose almost equally as w e l l as 
w i n g s . 
It runs w i t h a wonderful 
agil­ 
ity u p t h e trunk of the tree, a n d to the 
end of a branch, and then takes a 
flying 
leap, w i t h its limbs extended to t h e ut­ 
m o s t 
and the w i d e 
flesh 
membrane 
stretched. 


T h i s "aerial s l i d e " carries it forward 
and d o w n w a r d to a horizontal 
distance 
of perhaps 40 or 5 0 yards, and i t is no- 
tioed that, as in the oase of birds w h e n 
m a k i n g use of their powers of descent 
w i t h fixed pinions, the squirrel 
throws 
itself upward and ascends s l i g h t l y at 
the close of the " f l i g h t , " perching on 
the bough i t a i m s at, w i t h all t h e light­ 
ness of a pigeon descending from a tow­ 
er, to some point upon the roof 
below.

Women's Righto In Germany. 


Ouly in so far as the legal position of 
the married woman must exercise a 
moral influence on the life of the un­ 
married is it necessary to say a word of 
the legal foundation of marriage iu 
Germany. It rests entirely oh the view 
of the superiority of man, of tho subor­ 
dination or woman. 
Even the notion

ceremony of betrothal. 
Her husband is 
ber master, her guardian, her natural 
supportor. Above all he is her.educator. 
She shares his rank, his name, his dig­ 
nities, his fortune, but without him she 
cannot administer her own. " I n the 
domain of all she remains a subject, " 
Hohni argues, "and if she reigns at all 
it must be by the free will of man. " 


In the country like Germany, where, 
in all matters connected with 
moral 
and intellectual life, the links of tradi­ 
tion have never been sovered, the pres­ 
ent is explained by the past. 
Disdainful 
silenoe is the mildest form of critioism 
oppononts will offer whenever on the 
platform or from the professional ohair 
the attempt is made to plead in favor 
of women's political rights. 
On this 
point alt the female advocates of the 
omanoipation of their sex are unani­ 
mous in their 
lamentations.—Boston 
Post. 


Woman's Progress In Korea.

If this be so, the queen seems rather 
selfishly inclined, to confine the praoti- 
oal realization of her " n e w w o m a n " 
theories to her own palace.—Lady's 
Pictorial.
